Legislators Reverse Their Former At. 
titude—Senate Talks of Postmas. i

W ashington, April 3.—The question 
of appropriating public money for pri­ 
vate or sectarian 
institutions, which 
was debated for several days during the 
consideration of the D istrict of Colum­ 
bia appropriation bill 
in 
connection 
w ith some appropriations for charitable 
institutions in W ashington, was again 
fought over for four hours in the house i 
Thursday. The bone of contention was 
the Howard university, a colored insti­ 
tution of W ashington, for which an ap­ 
propriation of $32,600 was inserted in 
the sundry civil bill W ednesday on mo­ 
tion of Mr. Evans (rep., Ky.). 
Mr. 
H ainer (rep., Neb.), in whose tem porary 
absence the am endm ent was adopted, 
rallied his forces against the appropria­ 
tion, on the ground th at it was both 
a private and a sectarian institution, a 
school of theology being m aintained by 
th e university. The appropriation was 
coupled with a proviso th at no part of 
It should be used for religious teaching, 
but Mf. H ainer insisted th at it could 
not be denied th at it was in a sense 
a religious institution. 
Mr. Cannon, Mr. Evans and other 
m em bers who supported the am end­ 
m ent, on the other hand, declared th at 
th ey were opposed 
to 
appropriating 
public funds for sectarian institutions, 
but argued th a t the proviso freed it 
from this criticism . 
The house voted 
129 to 105 to retain the appropriation, 
th u s in a measure reversing its action 
w hen the district bill was up. 
An analysis of the vote shows th at 
107 republicans, nineteen dem ocrats and 
th ree populists voted for the am end­ 
m ent, and fifty-five republicans, forty- 
seven dem ocrats and three populists 
against it. 
The sundry 
civil bill as 
am ended was passed. Today the house 
w ill take up the conference report on 
th e Cuban resolutions. 
A resolution of inquiry, presented by 
Mr. H itt, chairm an of the foreign affairs 
com m ittee, was adopted w ithout debate, 
calling on the president, if not incom 
patible w ith the public 
interest, to 
transm it to the house copies of all dis­ 
patches, notes and telegram s in the 
state departm ent from 
December I. 
1895, until the present time, relating to 
m ediation or intervention by the United 
S tates in the affairs of Venezuela, to­ 
gether with all correspondence with 
foreign governm ents 
relating to the 
sam e topic. Mr. H itt stated th at his 
com m ittee had unanim ously reported 
the resolutions.

While working in mid air, Frank 
D. Hillman, of 
M ad!eon, 
had 
his 
brains flayed out by a windmill at 
Milton this morning. 
A few moments later the mangled 
body fell from the tow er and landed 
on the ground, before the eyes of a 
horror stricken crowd. 
Billman was an employee of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul rail­ 
way company and had charge of the 
wells and pumps in service on the 
company’s lines in Wisconsin, 
his 
home being at Madison. 
He was an 
expert workm an and was sent to any 
point where there was trouble with 
th e w ater supply, to 
remedy the 
difficulty. 
The Milton windmill 
not been w orking well of late 
Billm an was sent to repair it. 
reached the village this morning 
a t 9:20 o’clock, ascended the ladder 
to the platform under the big 
wheel. 
W ind B ro k e th e W ire. 
Dillman climbed through the opening 
in the platform , the mill tower being 
a closed one, and went to work. 
It is 
supposed th a t he fastened the big 
wheel in a stationary position, using a 
piece of wire, and w ent to work to 
repair the defect. 
The wind 
was 
blowing a gale, and it is thought the 
wire was broken by a gust, allowing 
the wheel to turn. 
When the breeze 
caught the fans the wheels began to 
w hir. 
When of the fans caught Dill. 
m ac as it came around, and dealt him 
a stunning blow on the head, th at 
stretched him unconscious on the plat­ 
form. 
As he lay there senseless, the 
cruel fans finished their deadly work, 
as the sw iftly turning wheel struck 
Dillman a t every revolution, w ith 
crushing force. His head was literally 
pounded to a jelly and death soon re­ 
leased him from his sufferings. 
Up to 
th is time, people were not aw are of 
th e accident. 
No cry had alarmed 
them , and none knew of the fearful 
form in which death had come to the 
m angled m an 
who 
lay 
bleeding 
tw enty feet above the ground 
B od y F e ll D ow n. 
W hen the 
Milwaukee 
passenger 
pulled into the village, the trainm en 
and the people who had gathered at 
the depot saw Dillman lying on the 
m ill platform . 
The people were hor­ 
rified a t the sight, and almost before 
they had recovered enough to attem pt 
.to get the body, an extra strong gust 
of wind caught the wheel and sent it 
spinning about a t lightning speed. 
One of the fans caught the mangled 
body and pushed it to one side. 
An 
in stan t later Dillman came spinning 
through the air aud fell heavily to the 
ground. 
The horror stricken people 
hastened to the snot where the man­ 
gled body lay. 
It was a grewsome 
* eight they saw. 
Dillman’s head had 
been reduced to a jelly, and his cloth­ 
ing was littered w ith his brains th at 
bad been beaten out and splashed in 
all directions by the w hirring wheel. 
The body was picked up and carried 
to the depot and the dead mans* fam­ 
ily notified of his fearful death.

Poor Forest Pond tho insane stud­ 
ent who was 
captured by 
Sheriff 
Appleby, at A. H. 
Sheldon A Com­ 
pany’s store a few days ago, was back 
in Janesville yesterday, 
having es­ 
caped from the 
Wauwatosa asylum, 
where he was placed by friends after 
he was caught bere. 
He ate his sup­ 
per at the Park house 
Wednesday 
night and then went to Dr. Wood’s 
office. 
The doctor did not question 
him much for fear Pond would again 
disappear, 
but the insane student 
volunteered the 
inform ation th at he 
had been to W auwatosa and th at 
“ the doctors bad turned him loose as 
he was not ineane.” 
From W auwatosa ho w ent to Be­ 
loit. 
Friends saw him and put him 
under watch, but he suddenly broke 
away from them and ..is whereabouts 
bad since been 
unknown 
to his 
mother and his associates. 
Pond was not formally committed to 
the asylum, as the court was not in 
session when he was taken to the sani­ 
tarium but consented to go to the in­ 
stitute voluntarily for treatm ent, it 
being understood by the asylum man­ 
ager and Pond th a t his remaining 
there depended upon his own desires. 
He spent a day or two a t the asylum 
making a wheel trip to Milwaukee. 
On returning to the institute he an ­ 
nounced his purpose of leaving and 
quickly departed. 


E scap ed F rien d s A gain . 
Pond was last seen at the Goodwin 
House, Feloit, and friends sought to 
engage his attention and persuade 
him to spend the night a t the hotel, 
while they communicated w ith his 
m other to get advice in the m atter. 
About half past eleven o’clock he 
eluded his friends and has not up to 
this hour been heard from, although 
several persons spent the balance of 
the night searching for him. 
Daring 
the evening he talked about visiting 
friends at Brooklyn, Wie,, and it was 
thought he rcighi have gone there.

the family of W. H. Calvert, on Bluff 
street, to inquirs if a certain gentle­ 
man was there to meet him.

The most m arket 
characteristic of these associations is the 
perfect equality which prevails among 
their members.

The presiding officer may adm inister 
an oath, In his discretion, as to such person’s 
diotbiiiiy.
